France Has Gigantic Plan to Bring Her Dusky Army 


Recruits in at the Back Door

STATE COLLEGE, Pa., July 17.—What is believed 


to be the heaviest dairy bull for his age in the United 
States, has become sire of the Holstein herd at the Penn- 
sylvania State College. He weighs over a ton and a quar- 
ter at the age of three and one-half years, 2,680 pounds, 
to be exact, which is seven to nine hundred pounds above 
the average for a full grown Holstein bull. More than 
that, h,e is expected to, tip the scales 'at 3,000 pounds 
whea he reaches full growth at about five years of age. 
If th,are are any larger than this fellow for his age the 
State College dairy husbandry department wants to know 
about it. 


The new college sire comes from Minnesota and is 


as big and impressive as his name implies—Sir Fobes 
Pontiac Segis Homestead, 313448. He was secured thru 
a fund raised by Pennsylvania county agents and exten- 
sion specialists at State College who wanted to donate a 
s'rc of the breed that might be most needed at the collc»&. 
He is declared to be the most outstanding type of Hol- 
stein ever owned by the college and is sprung from the 
same strain-as the cow that holds the American cham- 
pionship record for yearly butter production.

Highways today urged applicants for 
Uwnses to b* careful in making ap- 
pHeation. Otherwise when one appli- 
cation of a batch of more than one 
is incorrect, the Department must re- 
turn tho entire lot for correction of 
the application wrongly Ailed out. 


Under the 1'ormer procedure of t:ie 


department the correct applications 
were placed in line for registration 
and only incorrect applications were 
returned for correction. Since the nev,- 
ruling became effective, when a not- 
ary sends his check covering a num- 
ber oi applici tiona, arid one of those 
appHratioas it. wrong, ali> the applica- 
tions mast be returned bectfise it will 
not be passible to deposit the notary's 
check with the state treasurer until 
the correction is made. This will re- 
sult in considerable delay to applica- 
tions for license*. Motorists, justices 
of the peace, notaries public and the 
public in gem ral are cautioned to ex- 
ercise great rare in forwarding their 
applications to the automobile divi- 
sion of the Department of Highways.

STATE COLLEGE, Pa., July 17.—What is believed 


to be the heaviest dairy bull for his age in the United 
States, has become sire of the Holstein herd at the Penn- 
sylvania State College. He weighs over a ton and a quar- 
ter at the age of three and one-half years, 2,680 pounds, 
to be exact, which is seven to nine hundred pounds above 
the average for a full grown Holstein bull. More than 
that, h,e is expected to, tip the scales 'at 3,000 pounds 
whea he reaches full growth at about five years of age. 
If theje are any larger than this fellow for his age the 
State College dairy husbandry department wants to know 
about it. 


The new college sire comes from Minnesota and is 


as big and impressive as his name implies—Sir Fobes 
Pontiac Segis Homestead, 313448. He was secured thru 
a fund raised by Pennsylvania county agents and exten- 
sion specialists at State College who wanted to donate a 
s'rc of the breed that might be most needed at the collc»&. 
He is declared to be the most outstanding type of Hol- 
stein ever owned by the college and is sprung from the 
same strain-as the cow that holds the American cham- 
pionship record for yearly butter production.

This will re- 
sult in considerable delay to applica- 
tions for license*. Motorists, justices 
of the peace, notaries public and the 
public in gem ral are cautioned to ex- 
ercise great rare in forwarding their 
applications to the automobile divi- 
sion of the Department of Highways.
